Victims of the Toy Pistol and All . Suffering With Powder 
Burns Treated With Anti-Tetanic Serum 
at Dispensary. 


The City Dispensary is being oOper- 
ated Tuesday with an emergency equip- 
ment of three extra physicians, two ex- 
tra nurses and a vast amount of anti- 
tetanic serum, In all serious powder 
burns this serum is used to prevent 
tetanus or lockjaw. 

The first patient to whom the treat- 
ment was administered was George 
Grossman, aged 15, 1220 South Broad- 
way. The first finger of his right hand 
was lacerated by a blank cartridge.

Society. 


“TOO OLD’—AGE 49 YEARS 


Holiday Opens Penitentiary 
Gates for Participant in 
“Glendale Job.” 


‘“Slye is Oslerized, so to speak,” said 
Chief of Police Kiely when he learned 
the train robber had been pardoned. 
“He is too old to harm seciety now,”’ 
the Chief concluded. 

Slye is 49 years old. 

Following the holiday custom of par- 
doning the two oldest convicts in the 
penitentiary in point of servic, as a 
matter of prison discipline, Gov. Folk 
today released from the State Peniten- 
tiary Adelbert Slye, white, and June 
Hughes, a negro murderer. 

Slye was sent to the penitentiary for 
the robbery of a Missouri Bacific train 
at Glendale, in which crime he was the 
partner of Marion Hedgepeth, who is 
still in the penitentiary, 


Glendale Train Robbery 
Planned in St. Louis. 


The Glendale train robbery was com- 
mitted on the night of Nov. 30, 1891, 
half a mile west of Glendale, St. Louis 
County, a passenger train being 
stopped and the express car dynamited 
and robbed of $50,000. Tlie police learned 
the robbery was committed by Marion 
C. Hedgepeth, Adelbert D. Slye, Dink 
Wilson and Jim Francis, with Mrs. 
Hedgepeth as a confederate, and was 
planned in a house ot 424 Swan ave- 
nue, St. Louts. 

Sire was arrested Dec. 14, 1891, in 
Los Angeles, Cal., and $4000 recovered tn 
his room. Hedgeneth was arrested in 
San Francisco, Feb. 10, 1892. Detective 
James Harvey of New York attempted 
to arrest Dink Wilson in Syracuse, N. 
Y., Aug. 12, 1893, and was shot dead, 
Wilson being electrocuted for that 
crime Aug. 14, 184, in Auburn Prison. 

Jim Francis, in company with Charles 
Meyers, stopped a Missouri Pacific train 
at Lamar, Mo., Jan. 23, 1892, and was 
shot and killed., Sly pleaded = guilty 
to the Glendale train robbery charge 
at Clayton, Feb. 23, 189°. and was sén- 
tenced to ® yvears in the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary. Hedgepeth obtained a change 
of venue to St., Charles, and received 
a 25-year sentence shortly afterward. 
The case against Mrs. Hedgeneth was 
continued because of valuable informa- 
tion supplied by her to the police.

NEW YORK, July 4.—Edward Gue- 
rin, one of the most remarkable crim- 
inals in modern history, and a man for 
whom police and secret service detec- 
tives have been searching since May 1, 
is in New York City. He is walking 
Broadway, visiting old friends, attend- 
ing the roof gardens and theaters and 
has actually discussed his own case 
with Police Commissioner McAdoo’'s 
astute headquarters men. 

It is hinted that Pat Sheedy, who 
knew Guerin when he was a boy, in 
Chicago, is behind @ powerful clique 
that has sworn to keep Guerin from 
again falling into the clutches of the 
police. 

Guerin was serving a life sentence in 
the French penal colony on Devil's 
Island. He had been sentenced in Pa- 
ris in 1901 for robbing the American Hx- 
press Co. there of 30,000 francs. As he 
had robbed the Bank of Lyons, France, 
10 years ago of $50,000, the French Gov- 
ernment gave him the maximum penal- 
ty, which was life. 

In prison he met Tom O’Brien, who 
killed Waddell, and the two planned es- 
cape. The chance came to O’Brien but 
he failed and died later with Guerin at 
his side. 

Then came the most remarkable in- 
cident in Guerin’s life. In early youth 
he ig said to have saved the life of a 
man now high in political life. This 
man told Sheedy of Guerin’s fate.

PHILADELPHIA, July 4.—The Ten- 
derloin of this city has been practically 
wiped out and with it have come the 
most startling and pitiful scandals in 
the most aristocratic society circles, a5 
well as among the less prominent. 

Philadelphia is stirred as it has not 
been stirred before for a quarter of a 
century. 

For in a police raid, in which 106 re- 
sorts were entered, 56 prisoners were 
captured, there were men and women 
whose names adorn the bluebook of 80- 
ciety, who are well-known figures in 
Newport, New York and Paris and who 
had to use all their finesse and influ- 
ence to keep their highly respected 
names from being trailed in the mire. 
That there will come an aftermath of 
divorce and scandal, few who are cog- 
nizant.of the facts can doubt. 

Of the 565 prisoners captured, over 400 
are still in jail. They consist of club- 
men, lawyers, business men, whose 
names are known throughout the city, 
sports and high-flyers, young scions of 
society from the Germantown 
and, sad to relate, in some instances, 
their sisters and their cousins and their 
aunts. 

For 48 hours there has been a con- 
tinual struggle to obtain bail, and to 
cover up scandals. Gilt-edged security 
is required and where this is not forth- 
coming there is nothing doing. Profes- 
sional bondsmen with their straw bail 
are not recognized. 


Real Names Never Given. 

In not a single instance did the men or 
women prisoners of good repute give 
their real names. As is always the 
case, the women got by far the hardest 
deal. A man of prominence would be 
called to the bar only to give the fic- 
titious name and fade away with a $10 
fine. 

In every case the woman, no matter 
of what family or reputation, was looked 
upon as an “inmate’’ and fined $300. In 
nine cases out of ten there was no bail 
forthcoming and the better ones would 
be led weeping .back to their cells. Many 
of them were of good families; many 
were married, and many were visitors 
to the city. There were heart-breaking 
revelations when they were forced 
openly to attempt to get bail. But all 
the tears, moans and hysterics from: 
the better ones and curses and sallies 
from the hardened old-timers looked

Shakeup in Society Next. 

It seems likely now that the tempest 
caused by this raid will increase in- 
stead of diminish. It is even whispered 
that the ramifications of it will reach 
the fashionable Quaker City colony at 
Newport. It is certain that many were 
caught, whose names in connection with 
the raids would horrify all Philadel- 
phia. But these names are guarded 
with scrupulous care, both by the po- 
lice and the magistrates. In several 
cases. where names were known to be 
false they were put down in the rec- 
ords without change for the purpose 
of protecting the families concerned, 

Altogether, there were 105 resorts of 
high and low degree raided by the po- 
lice, among them two which had never 
been molested during the palmy days 
of Durham and his gang, and which 
were known to be under the protection 
of two legislators. 

Of the women who could not find 
bail, 1544 were sent to jail at Moyamen- 
sing. All the others will follow as 
soon as they have demonstrated their 
inability to secure bail.

Points in the White Staple’s 
Quotations Makes Dethroned 
Speculator Successor to Sully

NEW YORK, July 4.—Leaping upward 
'a hundred points in 5 minutes yester- 
day, cotton carried the fortune of Theo- 
dore H. Price, the formef “Cotton 
King,’’ well toward the million mark, 
and established his position once again 
as dominating the white staple market. 
It was a sensational day, in -which 
prices loomed above all others, 

Ra has finance and commerce been 
so intricately mingled with romance as 
in the case of Theodore H. Price. Five 
years ago he was dragged from his 
throne as the “cotton king’’ within four 
days of his wedding, and instead of 
bringing to his wife a fortune well in 
the millions, he started away with her 
on a honeymoon marked by only so 
much lavishness as $1000 could furnish. 

Since that time Price has made and 
lost money; has fought the uphill fight 
of the man without capital who tries 
to regain a position once lost in Wall 
street, but has steadily gained toward 
the goal of his ambition. 4 

He has paid off $2,000,000 of debts con- 
tracted when the firm of Price, McCor- 
mick & Co. failed, since May 2, 1900, and 
every penny of the $730,000 made by 
him yesterday belongs to him alone, 
For five years he has been working for 
his creditors.

The discovery of this letter is said 
to have injured Guerin’s chance of par- 
don. In 1904, about the time that 
Sheedy was reported to.be in San Fran- 
cisco, Guerin became ill and was, 
through some secret influence, trans- 
ferred to the mainiand, French Guiana. 

On May 1 Guerin Was outside the 
lines and on his way through the 
swamps provided with food and armed. 
The fugttive was captured and robbed 
by Indians before he got jo Dutch 
Guiana. 200 miles north. The Indians 
left him for dead on the outskirts of 
Paramaibo, in Dutch Guiana. 

Here, strange to relate, he was found 
by two Americans, one a friend of 
Sheedy and the other a consular agent. 

The outlaw was fed and clothed anda 
at Georgetown, in British Guiana, he 
was treated by a physician until he 
was able to sail under the name of 
James Harrison for New York. 

Seven weeks ago Guerin, reduced to 
a skeleton, arrived in New York. At 
the same time the State Department 
was apprised of Guerin’s eseape and 
an agent was sent to try to find him. 
The agent failed to locate hfs man. 

Since then Guerin has been around 
New York. A few days ago he had a 
chat with George Considine in the Met- 
ropole. The same night he had a live- 
ly chat with a McAdoo sleuth, who 
told him he would like to arrest Gue- 
rin for ‘the glory in it.”

ACTION COMPELLED BY 
BIG TREASURY DEFICIT 


Dick of Ohio Favors Stamps on 
Checks, Stocks, Bonds, Legal 
Papers and Patent Medicines 
and Like Lines. 


From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—Restoration 
of the stamp taxes in force during the 
Spanish-American War is being sug- 
gested by many Republican statesmen 
as the best plan for making treasury re- 
ceipts equal expenditures. The deficit 
for the year just ended was $24,000,000, 
and a conservative estimate would 
make the shortage $40,000,000 for the fis- 
cal year just beginning. 

The war revenue taxes imposed By 
Congress in 1898 yielded over $100,000,000 
each fiscal year for three years, and in 
the fourth year, after amendment, pro- 
duced nearly $62,000,000. 

The stamp tdx was largely on docu- 
ments of various kinds, but there was 
also a tax On medicinal proprietary ar- 
ticles and preparations, on seats in par- 
ler or palace cars and berths in sleep- 
ing cars, on legacies and distributive 
shares of personal property, etc.,. in- 
‘cluding playing cards. During the fis- 
cal year which ended June 30, 1899, the 
first year of the operation of the war 
revenue act, the stamp taxes under 
Schedule A produced $38,618,081 and 
Schedule B, $5,219,737, while legacies 
brought in over $1,000,000.

$45,000,000 of revenue, which would be 
fully sufficient to meet prospective defi- 
cits, provided expenditures are not ma- 
terially increased in the next five or six 
years above what they will be in the 
present fiscal year.

$10, and took in stocks, bonds, bank 
checks. bills of exchange, drafts, bills

FULTON, Mo., July 4.—When con- 
fronted in the Masonic Hall today by 
his. partner, J. E. Sallee and E. A. 
Boulware, James R. Penn, a real es- 
tate and insurance agent _of this city, 
confessed frauds whereby he had se- 
cured about $18,000, and after the men 
had left him committed suicide.

A JUDICIAL APPROVAL OF FISTS. 
Judge Bishop, in the Juvenile Court, rebuked the 
man who summoned the police to stop a fist fight 
between two boys and rebuked the policeman “who 
arrested the boys. The Judge said he had many a 
bump as well as black eyes when he was a boy, 
and was none the worse for it, and. added: “It is 
‘eommendable for boys to settle their difficulties 
with their fists, as a dong as they resort to no more 
Violent meesures.’ 

_ This is an extraordinary judicial opinion. 

We do not criticise Judge Bishop’s deprecation of 
too pus consideration of a fist fight between 
_ boys; but we question the soundness of his opinion 
~ that it is commendable to settle boyish differences 
‘that way, either from the standpoint of law, public 
policy or morality.

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FOURTH OF JULY. 
We celebrate the Fourth of July because on that 


day in 1776 a nation was born, dedicated to the 
proposition that “government of the people, by the 
people, for the people, awe not perish from the 
earth.” 

It seems to be implied that such a government 
cannot limit its blessings to some of the people, 
but must extend them to all people within its juris- 
diction. That is to say, freedom and imperialism 
are incompatible and can be joined only by an un- 
holy union. A free republic based upon the prin- 
ciple -of self-government cannot without suicidal 
contradiction hold subject peoples who are denied 
any of the privileges of free citizens, possessing all 
civil and political rights. 

But we have tried to do just this and only time 
will tell whether we can achieve the impossible. 

Already, however, theré are signs that even the 
most robust imperialists are discouraged by the 
outlook and are hoping for some accident or happy 
chance which shall enable them to escape the dilem- 
ma in which they have placed themselves. Other 
people, more old-fashioned, are convinced that we 
need not wait for happy chances, but by a combina- 
tion of honest purpose and hard thinking the coun- 
try can be brought back to its ancient moorings. 

This is the topie which is especially kept out of 
view on the Fourth of; July. Amid.the noise of 
thoughtless patriotism the voice of reason is not 
heard. On the Fourth we glorify ourselves in up- 
roar. The day after we shall think quietly and 
soberly. And perhaps in the course ‘of years we 
shall decide once for all between the principles of 
the Declaration of Independence and the clamorous 
claims of manufactured destiny and duty.

POINT AGAINST SECRET 
SERVICE AGENTS’ ACTS 


Beef Men Contend That Use of 
Them in Gathering Evidence 
Was Not Legal and Evidence 
Can’t Be Used. | 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—The Meat 
Trust packers under indictment have 
decided by advice of counsel to all ap- 
pear in the Federal Court at Chicago on 
Wednesday and surrender themselves to 
the United States Marshal. Then claim- 
ing they are in custody and held ille- 
gally, they will petition for a writ of 


habeas corpus. If this is granted they 
will fight the indictments. 

One of the moves in the defense of the 
indicted Chicago packers will be an ob- 
jection to the admission of testimony 
against them gathered by, as is alleged, 
secret agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The attorneys for the packers 
will object on the ground that the em- 


ployment of the secret agents on such 
duty was in violation of the plain pro- 
hibition of the sundry civil law under 
which the secret agents were employed. 

The section of the sundry civil law 
to which reference is made is a limit- 
ation upon the appropriation of $125,000, 
out of which the secret agents are paid. 
The section specifies the purposes for 
which the money is appropriated and 
closes with this prohibition: ‘And for 
no other purpose whatever.”’

The men who gathered evidence 
or the Department of Justice were and 
are employes of that department. It 
is also true that one time they were 
secret agents of the Treasury Dep rt- 
ment. When the Department of: Jyst- 
ice wanted them they resigned from 
this department. There is no taw 
against the Department of Justice hir- 
ing men who have resigned from the 
Treasury, is there?’’ 

“How about the secret service men 
employed to guard the person of the 
President?’ 

“Oh, well, they work under a gentle- 
man’s agreement. Nobody objects to 
employes of the Treasury protecting the 
life of the President."’ 

For months a secret service man from 
the Treasury has guarded Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian Ambassador. .At times 
the Count has gone to the extent of 
having that man, a young lowan, ar- 
rayed in a uniform that has been ir- 
reverently described as a pair of pink 
rajamas. Asked as to how his services 
were given to the Count, the Secretary 
answered: ‘“‘Oh, that’s under a gentle- 
man’s agreement also.”’

NEW YORK, July 4.—The final fig- 
ures on the personal property assess- 
ment rolls, made public yesterday, re- 
veal an inspiring condition of middle- 
class property in New York. 

There are only three citizens who 
have acquired more than $500,000 in per- 
sonal property. Mr. Carnegie is a very 
rich man im spite of his passing for 
puying the six best-selling novels every 
week. He has accumulated $5,000,000. 
John D. Rockefeller has only $2,500,000 
in personal property, but Mr. Rockefel- 
ler plays golf, and golf is a notorious- 
ly extravagant game. By wearing 
$7.98 suits of clothes and eating apples 
for lunch, Russell Sage has managed to 
save $2,000,000. Nobody else has more 
than $500,000, and the $500,000 man is in 


a class by himself. 

Tquitable policy-holders will be inter- 
onan in knowing that Thomas F. Ryan 
has not -succeeded in accumulating 
$100,000 in personal proper r, in spite of 
his purchase of the Hyde stock for 
$2,500,000, and James H. Hyde pretends 
to have sold this stock for $2,500,000, 
not even in the $100,000 class, either. 
ven Banker Jacob H. Schiff, head ot 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who has been 
chased off the Equitable reservation, is 
worth $200,000. Mr. J. Plerpont Morgan 
has a modest $400,000, and Mr. August 
Belmont, who owns the Subway, has 
exuctly $100,000 in personal, property.
